Our whole coal tariff is a humbug,
In eleven months of 1902 we exported
very nearly five million tons and im-
ported not more than two millions. To
British North America we exported
3,386,366 tons, and from British North
America we Imported 1,495.316 tons
It the United States and Canada
should remove their duties the move-
ment both ways would undoubtedly be
larger, and it is reasonable to assume
that the balance in our favor would
be enhanced. American bituminous
coal producers would be benefited.
Besides the coal exported to British
North America we exported 1,117,788
tons of bituminous coal to Mexico and

the West Indies, where it had to
meet the competition of British and
Nova Scotia coal. Manifestly our coal
needs no ‘“protection” evemw on the
protective theory, and the only effect
of the tariff is to impose on consum-
ers in districts where importation
would be the cheaper if the tariff were
